RUSSIA BEGINS A CAMPAIGN EN 
FAVOR OF THIS ROUTE. 


Russian Financiers and Diplomats 


Urwed to Support the French 
Canal Scheme. 


New York, Dee. 80.—A Paris dis: 
patch eays: The Herald's Enropean 
edition prints the following: Russia 
ie evidently beginning a canpaignu 
ayainst the Nicaragua canal. The 
Novoe Vremya publishes an article not 
only warmly advocating the Panama 
echeme, but filled with bitter dislike 
against the United States. The writer 
kaye the predominance of the United 
States had beon desirable for Russia a 
fow years ago, but all this has changed 
since the last war, The writer goes on 
to say, that having despoiled Spain, the 
United States hax become a colonial 
party and an Asiatic power, 

“Forgetting the Monroe doctrine, 
America for the Americans, implics 
that the otber doctrine that American 
dominion must be confined to America, 
The Yankees,'' he says, ‘are now en: 
tering into open competition with us in 
China and Corea, They have no seru- 
ples over an alliance with their tradi- 
tional enemy, England, and Japan for 
this purpose, For this reason Russ1an 
financiers and diplomatists ought to 
give their st pport to the Freneh ander- 
taking when it comes to seriously dis- 
earding the neutralization of the Pana 
mia canal and placing it under the con- 
trol or guarantee of the European and 
American powers.'’ The writer de- 
clares that the Panama route will be 
more beneficial te Rassia than the Nic 
aragaa route. This latter canal, he 
acd4, even supposing its completion 
possible, will be purely an American 
andertaking, whereas, the Panama ca- 
nal remeins in the bands of our allies, 
the French, or it may become an tater: 
national enterprise with the addition 
of «a aetrong American clement among 
its shareholders, The Novoe Vremiya
